Tuberculosis of Hip 
catenin 


' Mr. J. G. S. wants the symp- 

toms, treatment, and results in tu- 

berculosis of the hip. That is a 

large order, since an entire vol- 

fame could be written on tubercu- 

losis of the bones and joints. This 

condition is usually slow in devel- 

oping. There are usually signs of 

“consumption” in other parts of 

the body. but it may occur in a 

joint first. It is frequently the re- 
sult 6f a blow or injury, hence is 
more common in boys than girls 
. The first indications appear be- 
tween the ages of five or six or 
twenty years. The child com- 
plains at night of his leg hurting. 
usually not in the hip, but along 
the thigh and particularly in the 
Knee. In the morning. it does not 
hurt, but in the evening his leg is 
tired. so he sits or lies down. 
draws up the knee and may waken 
during the night with sharp pains 
in the leg. 

- This is referred to by the family 
as. rheumatism or “growing pains.” 
This diagnosis of “growing pains” 
has deformed and crippled more 
children than any other I know 
of. When some patient informs me 
that one of the children has grow- 
ing pains, I get anxious at once. 
These children are often quite 
healthy. but if watched carefully. 
alittle limp will be noticeable. 
They will rest this leg. 


Leg Drawn Up 


When: they lie down the knee 

will be drawn up either over the 
-other leg or thrown out from it 
They are irritable, may show a lit- 
tle fever in the evening. Gralu- 
aliy the leg becomes smaller. the 
knee joint looks large and some- 
times alittle swelling can be felt 
over the hip joint, and it may be 
painful to pressure. 
“The limp becomes more appar- 
ent and the leg shorter. mostly 
due to contraction of the muscles 
in the effort to hold the joint still. 
It may improve for a short time 
and then become active again. 
X-ray examination will show the 
exact condition and indicate the 
best form of treatment. 


‘In general, this treatment is rest 
in bed. It-may be for a long time 
and means bed rest with a weight 
to hold the joint surfaces apart 
and prevent movement. Plaster of 
Paris: splints or braces to support 
the joint and allow the child te be 
about are used as required, Oper 
ation or injection of the joint with 
ahtisepfic solutions are eften re- 
sokted to, If the joint is not rest- 
éd.it will become stiff, and the leg 
wil be useless.

Make a rich pie pastry and set 
in the refrigerator to ehill while 
youl prepare the peaches. Choose 
ripe, rather small peaches and re- 
move the skin. If it doesn’t come 
off easily. dip for a minute into 
boiling water. Slit the peaches 
and remove the seeds, filling the 
cavities with cinnamon, sugar and 
enough butter to make a crumbly 
mixture. Lay each peach on a 
square of dough large enough to 
cover completly. Moisten the 
edges and draw up the corners 
Pinch together in the center and 
crimp the edges together. Brush 
with slightly beaten egg to which 
a tablespoon water has been adid- 
ed, sprinkle with sugar and bake 
in a mederate oven 25 to 30 min- 
utes. 

Gingerbread Filling 

Follow your favorite recipe for 
gingerbread. Cut into pieces for 
serving while still warm, split and 
spread with the following filling: 
Blend thoroughly 1 cup sweetened 
condensed milk and 3 tablespoons 
lemon juice until the mixture 
thickens. Mash 1 3-02. package 
cream ‘* cheese, add to the first 
mixture and beat until smooth. 

Another gingerbread filling that 
you may prefer is made by mash- 
ing two 3-02. packages cream 
cheese to a smooth paste with %4 
cup milk. Add 1 cup finely

Rio Fruit Salad 

This makes a good main course 
salad for a hot day or a salad- 
dessert for any meal. Mix chopped 
toasted Brazil nuts with cottage 
checse and form into rather long. 

Lay a roll on each salad 
plate on crisp lettuce and cover 
with alternate segments of orange 
and grapefruit. Between the fruit 
segments arrange thin strips of 
green pepper or avocado and sur- 
round with chopped nuts. Serve 
with a French dressing made with 
lemon juice instead of vinegar. 

Plum Refrigerator Cake 

Place washed blue plums in a 
saucepan, add enough water to 
cover and cook until soft. Cool 
and press the pulp through a 
sieve. To 1 cup of the pulp, add %4 
cup orange juice, % cup sugar. J 
tablespoon lemon juice and % 
teaspoon salt. Fold in 1 cup heavy 
cream whipped until stiff. Next 
fold in 2 stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Line a refrigerator tray with lady 
fingers. You will need about 2 
dozen altogether. Crush those not 
needed for lining and fill the tray 
with alternate layers of the plum 
mixture and the lady finger 
crumbs. Keep in the freezing com- 
partment until ready to use.
